defence of the I'iuthern frontier, and requeft- 
ing at the fame tim« to be informed what 
Ttumber of troops were tlraady Rationed in 
that i)uartcr. 
In hit anfwer, the minifter 
dated the force which the United States had 
OR the Miinrippi and its branches, ready to 
defcend the river at a fliort notice, to be forae- 
what Itfs than a thoufand men : that he had 
intelligence that Spain was collefting an ar> 
tny on the frontiers of New*Mexico, and 
tranfporting troops from the Havanna to 
Penfacola, and that tha force requifite on 
lour part, would depend upon that which he 
tllimated (vaguely) to be fuperior to our 
"^own. 


About this time the ntwa of the fea fight 
cff rrafalgar reached America, the event 
«)E which alarming the Spaniih m ini dry ior 
the fafety of their Weft.Indie colonies, for- 
btde the weakening of the important pofl 
of the Havanna, and fufpended the hoftile 
movements on the prrt of Spain againd the 
TUnited States. 
And to thie circumdance 
lire have been probably indebted for the un> 
diRurbed poiTeflion of New-Orleani and its 
dependencies. 


W hen the fccretary ‘of war's letter was 
laid before 
the committee, 
M r. Bidwell 
moved the fame propofition which the i’ecre- 
tary of the treafury had forae days before 
put into the hands of the chairman« and 
which he (M r; B.) afterward» introduced 
into the houCe viz. a vote of two millions and 
^ continuance of the duties, the proceeds of 
which condituted the Mediterranean fund. It 
ivas re]c£lcd, and the chairman direilcd to 
draft the report, which has been printed 
with the fecret journals, and publlflicd in 
the newfpapers.— The committee faw, in 
the multiplied aggreillsns of Spain, ample 
caufe of war, on the part ef a government 
with which the welfare of its citizens was 
not paramount to every other confidcration. 
But conceiving that the true int«reUsof the 
American p ople (which alone it behoved 
them toconfuU) require peace, theyforebore 
to rccommend offenlive meafures.—^They 
believed it to be our policy to reap the neu­ 
tral harveft, and fttze the favourable occa- 
fion of extinguiiliing the public debt—-at 
once the price of our liberties and the badge 
of our ancient iervitude. 
So L n g as this 
debt remains unpaid, we can fcarcely be con- 
fidcred as a truly independent people. 
The 
fenfe of the committee was, neither to make 
war. nor purchafe peace, but to provide for 
the defence of our afVual territory, which

The report of the committee, although in 
ilridt unifonwith the oj^cial recommendation 
of tlie executive, was rejailed by 72 to 58 
votes ; and the propofition to appropriate 
dollars for the purpofe of defraying 
any extraordinary expenccs of foreign inter- 
co'ji fs, which had been previoufly laid en 
the table by a member of that committee 
before their report to the houf*, was im­ 
mediately taken up. 
The avowed objeft of 
this mealure was to enable the pr^- fident to 
open a negf>tiation for the purchafe of Flori­ 
da.—-A nietion was then made by M r.
